The remains were 
in a somewhat advanced stage of decompo- 
sition, but were still recognizable. he tast 
time that Merrill was seen in company 
with Tracy was on June 2, in Tumwater 
canyon. when both escaped their pursuers. 
Later Tracy told that he had Killed his 
comrade unfairly in a duel. 


AUBURN, Wash., July 15.—Tracy, the es- 
eaped Oregon convict, has repeated his o.d 
tricks and doubled on his trail. He was 
geen on a road near the Muckleshoot reser- 
vation by an Indian boy. He was also seen 
by Henry O'Neill, a rancher on the same 
hill. It not near the reservation he is only 
a few miles away either In the White river 


or the Green river valley. 

The old ruse worked as successfully as 
ever with the horses and bloodhounds. 

While Tracy was stealing by old roads 
and trails back from Enumclaw, the blood- 
hounds brigade was on a stampede to Pal- 
mer Junction. The outlaw had an open 
field before him.

World’s Oonference Will Be 
Held in 1904, 


DR. KOCH TO BE PRESENT 


WALTER B. STEVENS ASKED TO 
SET ASIDE A TIME. 


Congress Will Be in Session Three 
Days or a Week and Experts 
from All Over the World 
Will Attend. 


The World's Congress of Tuberculosis 
will meet in St. Louis in 1904 Dr. George 
Brown of Atlanta, Ga., has written to ‘Val- 
ter B. Stevens, secretary of the World's 
Fair, asking that time be set aside in the 
arrangement of the World's Fair con- 
gressees for the session of the World’s Con- 
gress of Tuberculosis. 

Dr. Brown is secretary of the Tuberculo- 
sis congress, and states that at the last 
meeting of this organization it was de- 
cided to hold the 1904 session in St. Lois 
at the time of the World's Falr. 

The congress will be in session three 
days or a week. The congress is an inter- 
national organization, and because of its 
aim—the investigation of tuberculosis—is 
of great value to science and life. 

Its session in St. Louls will be attended 
by experts from all over the world. It is 


thought that Dr. Koch, whose tuberculosis 
cures ‘are well known, will be present, in 
order to contribute his observations. 

St. Louis physicians are of the opinion 
that the size and importance of the con- 
gress will stimulate progress and investi- 


gation in the study of tuberculosis that in 
themselves will be highly beneficial to 
science and the public in general. Dr. A. 
C. Bernays is vice-president of the organi- 
zation. Dr. Daniel Lewis of New York is 
president. 

Secretary Stevens is much pleased with 
the .congress’ intention to Meet in SBt. 
Louls. He will proceed at once to make 
arrangements for the coming and enter- 
tainment of the scientific guests.

Her Book Soon 

to Be Published. 

When Mrs. Rosenbarger came to Terre 
Haute to supervise the publication of her 
book, “State of Indiana vs. Rebecca Rosen- 


barger,’’ which is the story of her troubles 
that culminated in a seven years’ sen- 
tence, of which she had a vear yet (to 
serve when she was paroled on Jan. 2 last, 
Mr. Creston met her and the transition

He did not hesitate to give the woman 
his name, although. under the law, as he 
Says, ‘“‘while virtually free, she is still a 
eg of the justice-vaunting state of 
ndiana, being on parole.’’

No doupt 
she has reported her marriage, and it is 
not known just what the board of parole 
will think of it, og if .it can possibly be 
regarded as a violation of her parole obli- 
gation. 

Mr. Creson says she will ‘“‘live in patient 
retirement until that day when she shall 
have been shown without stain before the 
world.’ Speaking of her book, he says: 
“Despite the dry legal title of the little 
publication there ig an unlooked-for quan- 
tity, a hero, great and strong, the rejected 
lover, faithful end time-serving and yet 
wholly without hope. H eis a well-known 
physician of Princeton. In its strange 
variety and rareness of action the boo« 
is not rivaled by real fiction. Love, hatred, 
persecution, stanch friendship, a shining 
faith in unclouded days are all here.”’ Mr. 
Creson wrote of Mrs. Rosenbarger at tne 
time he called on her for the material for a 
newspaper story: “She is a winsome and 
attractive woman, refined, seeks no cheap 
notoriety and to those who may recognize 
in her picture the presentment of one witn 
whom they may have come in daily con- 
tact the pathetic sadness of her strangely 
haunting face will no longer be a mystery.’ 

She was married to W. H. Rosenbarger 

when she was 15 years of age. Creson says 
that Rosenbarger, who now lives at Cory- 
don, Ind., became so cruel that his wife 
left him. She took two children, 
Alva, and a daughter, Flora, and two 
younger children remained with the father, 
who later secured a divorce. They_ were 
living at Princeton at the time. Mrs. Creson 
says that her husband made repeated offers 
for reconciliation, and when she refused 
he began his persecutions, which reached 
the climax when he induced the son to 
make the charge that she had tried to 
poison him. 


Boy Took 
Back Story. 
Mrs. Rosenbarger was employed as house- 
keeper in the family of Dr. Hudson, and 


as nurse for Mrs. Hudson, who was an in- 
valid. The son Alva was employed in a 
bakery. One morning he. was found nearly 
dead from poison and he said he had taken 
pills provided by his mother, who said they 
would cure a headache. Not long ago he 
was convicted in Jasper County of stealing 
a watch and at the trial told of his testi- 
mony against his mother and said it 
was false, and that he had been induced 
to testify falsely by those who told him 
that if he did not connect his mother with 
the attempt on his life he would be sent to 
the insane hospital. He says he stole the 
drug while visiting his mother at Dr. Hud- 
son's residance. 

It was because of “imaginary grievances 
some men held against Dr. Hudson,’’ says 
Mrs. Creson, “that the. presecution was 
carried on with vindictiveness.’’ Mrs. 
Rosenbarger says that “retribution is in 
store for everyone engaged in the nefarious 


now that it is my day and duty to act, I shall 
see to it. with the help of God, that merited 
retribution comes to one and all."’ She says 
that 1t is already here for some of her ene- 
mies and relates that the deputy prosecutor, 
an intimate friend of Rosenbarger, has been 
dismissed from office and disbarment pro- 
ceedings are pending against him. She also 
says: ‘‘One of two physicians who took an 
extraordinary interest in my prosecution, 
neither of whom was on friendly terms 
with Dr. Hudson, has since my trial been 
lodged in jail under an indictment for hav- 
ing eaused the death of a young girl of 
Evansville, although he was found not 
by a jury.” The other phvsician, 
she says. has a “rubber consclence."' Mrs. 
Creson says she will write another book on 
her prison life.

The waves came rushing over the city at 
hurricane speed, carrying great bundles of 
debris with them, which acted as battering 
rams. to still further wreck and destroy,

were able to make a more successful stand 
for their lives. It was all that saved Gal- 
veston from total annihilation.

ut a good deal better than none at all— 
and here fragments of the broken families

It is wonderful, under the circumstances, 
that so om | still cling to the island as 
their home. It is generally people of the 
better class who own their homes and have 
large business interests here, and those who 
‘suffered least from the storm, who wish to 
remain, and to redeem Galveston from the 
power of the sea, or the reckless classes 
who carry their lives in their hands, as it 
were, and trust to luck. It was the poorer 
and homeless people, for the most part, who 
did the emigrating. 

The great sea wall, which is to be con- 
structed at a cost of $1,500,000, to protect 
the island from the southeastern storms, 
which are the most severe, in this sectian, 
it is thought, will render it safe from the 
possibility of another such disaster. A 
line draveway is also to be constructed in 
connection with it, and the grade of all 
that part of the island adjacent to it, is 
to be raised several feet, the sand being 
pumped in from the sea for that purpose 
after the wall is build, which will preclude 
the possibility of its ever being washed 

. It is to be hoped that Old Neptune

Harlow N. Higinbotham is president of 
the corporation, which will be known as 
the National Grocer Co. Frank C. Letts, 
the first vice-president, is president of the 
Western Grocer Co., which controls and 
operates nine wholesale houses in Iowa, 

issouri, Kansas and Minnesota. 

The national concern will gain control of 
the largest houses in Iilinols, outside of 
Chicago, Indiana, Ohio, Missouri and Mich- 
igan. The National and Western Grocer 
companies are not to be merged, but, re- 
taining separate organizations, will have 
a close working arrangement. 

The National Grocer Co. will buy direct 
from the importers, manufacturers and 
Sugar refiners and also will make direct 
importations through the Chicago office. 

The company either will lease or erect 
a large supply house and a cold storage

ITS METHODS CHARGED WITH 
WEAKENING YOUNG MINDS. 


WORK MIXED WITH RUBBISH 


Children Are Trained to Have Their 
Own Way, Unfitting Them for 
Study, Fr. Poland Says. 


CHICAGO, July 15.—“The kindergarten

Xavier's College, Cincinnati, in a paper be-

Continuing he _ said: 
which unfits children for the future, 
luckily it is fallin into disrepute in 
very places where it was carried on to the 
utmost perfection. This is not true because 
the kindergarten of today is merely a nur- 
sery under another name, but because there 
the children are trained to have 
Own way in everything and to have all 
things made easy for them. The child who 
has been trained in a kindergarten can 
never learn to disentangle work from the 
mass of rubbish with which it was allowed 
to play ar first. It has become a positive 
difficulty to get them to study seriously 
in the primary schools, and this dispusi- 
tion they carry with them into the high 
schools and colleges."’ 


Education Must 

Excite. Resistance. 

“The principle of the kindergartens,’ con- 
tinued Dr. Poland, “is really the principle 
of education along the lines of least resist- 


ance, and that will upset the schoolboy or 
college student mentally, just as surely as 
misdirected home influences will upset him 
morally. There is no better way of gaining 
power than by overcoming difficulties, yet 
that is decidedly not what kindergartens 
teach. But with it all our greatest need is 
for good, competent teachers—men who are 
interested in eimselves, and who can keep 
this same interest awake in the minds of 
the children, without the aid of toys, mud 
or other playthings. 

Other things than the kindergartens, how- 
ever, came in for a rating at the hands 
of Father Poland. He began with an at- 
tack on certain text books used in the col- 
leges and schools. especially Guerber’s his- 
tories, which he declared should be thrown 
out of all the Catholic Mbraries because 
«Ml were ‘full of bigotry, heresy and 

“WW hen will educational leaders learn,’’ he 
asked, ‘‘that it is better to be right than 
to be original; better to propose something 
safe than something startling? 

“It is argued that unless we follow the 
System in vogue in all details many of 
our students will not be admitted to certain 
universities. Well, what of it? They will 
be admitted to others—to our own—like 
those of Washington, Georgetown or Notre 
Dame. 

Athletic Craze 

Is Decried. 

“The craze for athleties which possesses 
all the colleges at the present time is the 
outgrowth of the play spirit fostered by 
modern stystems. The point that the chief 
object of a college course is learning is 
completely lost to the students, who, under 
the prevailing systems, make a decidedly 
inferior interest of this. Nine out of ten 
boys go to a college nowadays because of 
the prowess of its students in the athletic 
contests, and that is ruinous in the long 
run. 

‘“‘No radical person can object to reason- 
able college sport, but they should not pe 
made the principal attraction for the stu- 
dents. The spirit of learning banished 
by such doings as these, and the whole

“The complaints which are sometimes 
made against the methods of discipline in 
force in Catholic institutions are for the 
most part based upon sound judgment, but 
I believe that supervision, even when caf- 
ried to an extreme, is one of the most 
essential duties of true pedagogy. There 
are dangerous doctrines afloat regarding 
discipline, and their unsoundness is clearly 
shown by the prevalent rowdyism and con- 
tempt for decency by both sexes in our 
high schools and colleges everywhere.”

Chinese Young Women Exempted by 
Special Decree From Liability to 
Lifelong Court Service. 


TACOMA, Wash.,July 16.—Besides provid- 
ing for the selection of the third imperial 
consort for the Emperor, the Empress 
Dowager of China has undertaken to fill 
numerous vacancies in the various imperial 
palaces at Pekin resulting from the death 
or flight of a large number of young Man- 
chu maidens during the escape of the 
court in August, 1900. 

These maidens had been 
their beauty and grace from the 
Manchu banner organizations to wait upon 
the Empress Dowages, Empress and impe- 
rial concubines.

Sometimes a new emperor, 
taking pity on these slaves of his prede- 
cessor. may give them permission to return 
to their homes or ‘to marry, if any one 
will have such middle- aged and elderly 
aspinsters. Otherwise, once inside the 
aces as serving maidens, they remain 
until death.
